COPY OF LETTER 

Front II. It. II. llic Prince of 
Wales to the Hi^li Com- 
miftsisoner for Domin- 
ion of Canada 

Relative to the Colonial mid 
Indian Exhibition to ne 
Held in London in 
the Year 18SO. 

Marlborough House, 

Sir — The official Gazette of the 18th 
iuat., a copy of which is enclosed, noti- 
6ee the appointment by Her Majesty 
the Queen of thelloyal Commission, of 
which you are a Member, for the pur 
pose of organizing and carrying out an 
Exhibition in London, during the year 
1886, of the Product*, Manufactures 
and .Resources of the Colonial and In- 
dian Empire. 

In assuming the active Presidency 
of this Commission, I am desirous of 
having the opportunity of bringing 
prominently under notice the develop- 
ment and progress which have been 
made in the various parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire, trusting that a more inti 
mate knowledge may thus be obtained 
of the vast fields for enterprise which 
exist throughout the British Dominion. 

You are doubtless aware that the 
financial system by which the Interna- 
tional Exhibitions held in London in 
1851 and 186'2 were carried out on the 
basis of a Guarantee Fund, and this 
system has been successfully followed 
in the series of Interuatiomil Exhibi- 
tions now being held at South Kensing- 
ton, in the buildings erected by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the International 
Fisheries Exhibition. I may here men- 
tion that these Buildings, as well as 
the Gardens have with my approval, 
been rented from the Fisheries Execu- 
tive and from Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioners for the Exhibition of. 1851, re- 
spectively, and I have decided that 
these arrangements shall continue dur- 
ing the year 1880. 

I have determined to carry out the 
Colonial and Indian Exhibition upon 
this same system of guarantee, and the 
Secretary of State for India in Coun- 
cil has alreadv guaranteed the sum of 
£20,000 out of the .€50,000 which it is 
estimated will bo sufficient. I trust 
that the Dominion of Canada and the 
Colonies, represented in England by 
the Agents-General, upon the co oper 
ation of which the success of the Ex- 
hibition must mainly depend, will feel 
able to guarantee sums amounting, in 
the aggregate, to at least ,£.'i0,000; and 
I should be glad to be informed, at 
your earliest convenience, of the amount 
which your Government would be dis- 
posed to guarantee for the purpose of 
assisting to carry out this undertaking. 
I Bhould add, that the experience of 
the recent Exhibitions which have been 
held at South Kensington affords the 
well grounded hope that the Exhibi- 
tion of 1886 will be self-supporting, 
and that, as in their case, it will not 
bo necessary to make any call upon the 
Guarantors. 

With regard to the division of the 
available exhibiting spaco in the build- 
ings, among the various exhibiting 
governments, I have to inform you that 
it has been decided that it will be more 
conductive to the general interests of 
this Exhibition that the lloyal Com- 
mission should itself make the best 
possible appropriation of such spice. I 
therefore, forward with this letter a 
general plan of the buildings, on which 
the Bpaces, which the lloyal Commis- 
sion has directed should be set apart 
for the Government of the Dominion, 
arc clearly indicated. To this general 
plan is annexed an enlarged plan, to- 
gether with sections and elevations of 



these spaces, thus, I trust, affording all 
the information necessary to enable the 
preparatory arrangements for the tit- 
ting up the Courts to be made in the 
Dominion itself. These spaces amount 
to 54,550 square feet, and except that 
it is necessary to provide, for the cir- 
culation visitors, longitudinal passages 
25, 15 and 12 feet respectively in 
width, and smaller side passages, es- 
pecially wh.ere doors occur in the struc- 
ture, of 10 feet in width, the disposi- 
tion of these spaces is entirely left to 
your Government. I would only say 
that I trust that no barriers or parti- 
tions may be erected between the 
spaces assigned to the various Colonial 
Governments, which might in any way 
mar the general eli'ect. 

In setting apart for the Dominion 
the spaces thus indicated, I would wish 
to point out that one of the reasons for 
so doing is, that to the Court known as 
the Western Gallery all the necessary 
appliances exist for working machinery 
in motion; and therefore, should your 
Government elect to show this branch 
of industry, the means for so doing are 
reatly at. hand. A spacious Aquarium 
is also closely contiguous to this gal- 
lery, and the Royal Commission has 
thought that this would be an induce- 
ment fo" the Government of the Domi- 
nion to exhibit live specimens of fish. 

For these reasons, therefore, and 
having due regard to the central and 
important position of the Courts, the 
Royal Commission has considered the 
apportionment eminently suitable to 
the Dominion. 

With reference to the ad mini 
tion of the Exhibition, 1 have ai.-eady 
stated that it is my intention to take 
the same executive part as I did in the 
case of the Paris Universal Exhibition 
of 1878; ami with the consent of Her 
Majesty's Government, 1 have selected 
Sir' Philip Cunlitle-Owen, K. C. M, U., 
C. R, C. L. E., Director of the South 
Kensington Museum, to act as secret- 
ary to the Royal Commission. I shall, 
in any matters of special importance, 
address myself personally to the Ex- 
ecutive Commissioner appointed by 
your Government, but I shall he oblig- 
ed by all general correspondence being 
carried on with the Secrelury of the 
Roy til Commission. 

As regards the method of represen- 
tation to he adopted by your Govern- 
ment, I hope that your Government 
will appoint a single Executive Com- 
missioner to represent it at the Exhibi- 
tion, and it will give me great pleasure 
to Mini that you have been nominated 
to this post, ami that, if necessary, not 
more than two or three commissioners 
appointed by your Government should 
assis' you in these duties. 

Without being able to fix an exact 
date so far in advance, the Exhibition 
will open during the first fortnight in 
May, in the year 1886. With the ample 
time which is being given to all con- 
cerned, I sincerely hope that the work 
of installation may be complete at 
least a fortnight previous to the date of 
opening. 

As the object of this Exhibition is 
to represent the progress and the de- 
velopment of each colon v, it has been 
considered impracticable to call upon 
the Colonial Governments to comply 
with any form of classification, as has 
been the custom at previovs Exhibi- 
tions. Each Colony is, therefore, at 

iberty to make a classification most 
suitable to its own requirements. 

In furtherance of this idea, I trust 
that each Government will take an 
early opportunity of preparing a cata- 
logue of the objects intended for exhi- 
bition, which for the sake of uniform- 
ity, I would request should be modelled 
somewhat on the principle of the en- 
closed specimen, more especially as re- 

;ards size of page and style of type. 

5ach government will he at liberty to 
sell its own catalogue, but the Royal 
Commission will be glad to receive, as 
soon as practicable, a digest of it, in 
order that it may be embodied in a 
general catalogue of the Exhibition, 
which will be published by the Com- 
mission. 

Many points of interest will doubt- 
less present themselves to you and to 
those who are concerned in the pre- 
poration of the Exhibition, but I should 
wish particularly to point out that 1 
hope that careful statistics of your Do- 
minion may bo prepared, carrying the 
information to 1885, and in such a 
clear and readable form as to permit 
this valuable information to be readily 
understood by the working class of 
this country. Maps, specially prepared 
for the information of the public, 
should also, as far as possible, be pro- 
minently shown in the courts of the 
Dominion. It is hoped that these 
statistics, as well as the maps on a re- 
duced scale; will be largely made use 
of in the catalogue. 

Much interest is taken in the Coun- 
trv woods of the various Colonies, and 
I should be glad to find that where 
cases are requisite for the display of 
goods, these eases should be made from 
the native woods of the Dominion, in 
order that a complete representation of 
them may be practically shown. 

With reference to the building 
stone and Marbles of the Dominion, I 
would suggest that they should be sent 
over in form of pedestals, a sketch to 
scale of which is enclosed, as likely to 
add uniformity, and to render the 
specimens of commercial value. 

As it is posaiblo that the various colon- 
ial governments participating in the ex- 



hibition may desire, as its outcome, that 
a permanent colonial museum should be 
founded in London, it has been suggested 
that there are strong reasons for showing 
the adaptability of the products of the 
Dominion, generally, in as practical a 
manner aB possible; hence it would bo de- 
sirable) that the raw product should be dis- 
played in oonnootion with the manufactur- 
ed article. 

I have decided that commemorative 
medals should be given to all thoso taking 
part in the exhibition; and I trust to have 
the assistance of specialists of known ro- 
puto who will commence to mako, at the 
opouing of the exhibition, oxhaustivo re- 
ports on the resources of the various 
oolonies. These roports, issued at an 
early stage, will tako tho placo of the jury 
system of previous exhibitions. 

Befoto closing this letter, I should wish 
briefly to refer to special features which I 
have in view for tho genoral advantage of 
the exhibiting governments. 

This would seem to be a fitting occasion 
for the collection of all books and docu- 
ments having relation to tho colonies and 
India; a library, therefore, will, I trust, 
bo formed by tho various governments 
concerned, which will doubtless bo found 
possible to supplement with contributions 
from this country. 

Special arrangemonts will bo provided 
for the practical illustration, by ono Bpecial 
ketchen, of all the colonial frozen meat 
industries, and of tho colonial preserved 
meats, fish and vegetables, should you bo 
able to announce that tho various pro- 
ducers, through your government, are 
prepared to furnish tho necessary supply. 
This department will be carried out by tho 
Royal Commission itself, in ordor that tho 
duo participation of the various interests 
concerned may bo maintained. 

There will also bo a colonial fruit and 
vegetable market, which it i3 hoped that 
each government will make arrangements 
tj supply by monthly shipments. This 
department will also bo under tho control 
of tho Royal Commission. 

I have also made arrangements for a 
limited space to bo sot apart for tho exhi- 
bition of living animals from the colonies. 

In assuming control of theso various 
departments, tho lloyal Commission wishes 
to all'.ird to the actual producers all tho 
advantages of a fair display in tho exhi- 
bition. Tho importors will, no doubt, 
hereafter benefit, but at tho present timo, 
tho intorosts of the producors, as exhibi- 
tors, are of the first consideration to me; 
and hero I may mention that in these de- 
partments, aa well as generally throughout 
tho exhibition, I have decided that only 
bono fide colonists can, through the re- 
spective governments, participate in the 
exhibition; it will not, therefore, bo pos- 
sible for the Royal Commission to enter- 
tain any applications, upon any pretence 
whatever, from colonial importers or 
agents in this country. 

I send you this letter in duplicate, and 
I trust that you will have the kindness to 
communicate its substance by telegram to 
yuur government, and forward my dia 
patch by the earliest mail, I may add for 
your information, that a further copy has 
been sent to tho colonial office, with a re- 
quest that tho Earl of Derby will forward 
the sumo to Her Majesty's representative, 
tho governor-general of tho Dominion.

MORE ABOUT FORTIFICATIONS. 

In provious articles wo havo ondeavored 
to show the importance of guarding tlio 
door— tho entrance — to the provinco by 
the establishment at suitable points near 
"Victoria of fort3 and military barracks. 
It must, havo occurred to any ono who has 
given tho matter tho slightest considera- 
tion that tho reasoning of Sir Adolph 
Caron in introducing tho item for the es- 
tablishment of Battory "C" in British 
Columbia was sound. That gentleman 
explained to the house that tho object in 
placing tho barracks botween Victoria and 
Esquimalt was to onablo Battery "C" to 
co-porate with the imperial naval forces 
on this station for the "protection of Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt," Sir Hector Lango- 
vin adding, ''especially Esquimalt." This 
view was acquiesced in by honorablo 
members who unanimously approved the 
location of tho barracks at or near Vic- 
toria. It must occur to any ono 
visiting this part of the Dominion that if 
it is intended to continue Victoria and 
Esquimalt in their present condition of 
defencelessnoss tho dockyard is being 
built in the wrong place This work will 
cost, whfci completed, upwards of £1,000,- 
000 of public money, and if it should full 
into the hands of or he destroyed by an 
enemy, its loss to British naval and 
merchant vessels that resort to tins coast 
would bo incalculable. The dock should 
not bo left in a stato of defoncolessnosa 
for a moment. A Fenian dash across the 
border or a chargo of dynamite might 
destroy the valuable structure and render 
its reconstruction an impossibility while 
hostilities lasted. Some time ago General 
Sherman, of tho United States army, 
visited Puget Sound for the purpose uf 
selecting suitable places for the establish- 
ment of fortifications. Ho selected sev- 
eral points for the erection of defences. 
His report was submitted to the American 
government, and slumbered at Wash- 
ington until tho other day when Gon. 
Miles wrote an olliciul letter to the adju- 
tant-general urging the carrying out of 
Gon. Shorman's suggestions. General 
Miles says : 

"Many valuable points havo been re- 
served, but I regard tho two wniu en- 
trances to Puget Sound as of the first im- 
portance for present consideration, viz.: 
Admiralty Inlet and Deception Pass. 
Suitable ground commanding the entrance 
to Deception Pass has been reserved by 
the government. That at Admiralty 
Head, Point Wilson and Marrowstone 
Point has been reserved only in part, and 
a sufficient sum should be appropriated, 
in addition to that required for defensive 
works, to securei a permanent title for the 
government, Ono objection to any action 
being taken toward the defonco of tho 
inlet has been tho distance between Point 
Wilson and Admiralty Head, about four 
milos; but this, it is beliuved, can bo 
greatly overcome now by tho use of 
modern appliances. I recommend that 
tho attention of congress be called to this 
subject in time fcr action during the corn- 
ing session." 

Tho words "modern appliances" refer 
to torpedoes, a branch of the service in 
which Sir Adolph Caron said it ia the in- 
tention of tho government to instruct the 
Canadian force which ho mean3 to estab- 
lish at Victoria and Esquimalt. It will 
be seen that it is tho fortification of tho 
entrance to the Sound upon which stress 
is laid by Gon. IVIilea. Nothing is said of 
fortifying Tacoina, the terminus of the 
Northern Pacific railway; because as all 
men whose profession is war will toll the 
reader, when the enemy has got within 
the fortress ho can turn your own guns 
upon you. An enemy that can capture 
Port Townsend will hold the key to Puget 
Sound; and the enemy that can force ilia 
way past Victoria and Esquimalt on his 
way to the mainland will find tho door 
wide open to the coal treasures of Nanaimo 
and the lumber mills of Burrard Inlet. 
Let the door be guarded successfully, and 
the rest of the province will be able to 
take care of itself. 



ALTERATION OF THE LA W WITH 
REFER EN OH TO ENGINEERS. 

An amendment to tho laws governing 
the status of steamboat engineers was 
mado during the past session of parlia- 
ment by introducing a 4th grade of en- 
gineers. Tho position of tho new 4th 
class grade is thus defined: A 4th class 
engineer may act in the capacity of second 
engineer to a second class or third class 
engineer on any freight steamboat, or any 
other steamboat, except a seagoing pas- 
senger steamboat of ovor ono hundred 
nominal horsepower ; but shall not act as 
chief engineer on any steamboat requir- 
ing under the law engineera'holding certi- 
ficates. Tho qualifications for this grade 
are: The candidate must be ovor 21 years 
of ago and havo served an apprenticeship 
of not less than thirty-six months in a 
steam engine shop and been employed on 
the making and repairing of such engines; 
or, if he lias nut served such an appren- 
ticeship, ho must prove that he has been 
employed for not, loss than thirty-six 
months on the making and repairing of 
such engines aa a journeyman mechanic ; 
or, he must have served thirty-six months 
as engineer on the watch ; or, ho must 
havo served not less than forty eight 
months in the fireliold or a steamboat as 
fireman. In any of tho above mentioned 
cases twelvo months may havo been sorv- 
ed in a boiler-shop on tho making and re- 
pairing of steam boilers. He must he 
able to read and write and understand Lhe 
construction of engines and boilers. 

THE G. P. RA IL WA Y TA KEN O VER . 

That portion of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway known. as the Ondordonk contract, 
and covering- some J10 miles of road 
through tftek-most difficult and dangerous 
section ofcebuntry traversed by the trans- 
continorjfal line, will ho taken over by the 
C. P. jSailway Co. to-day, when Mr. On- 
derdcMlk's connection with the road will 
terminate. Tho contract from first to 
last has involved an expenditure of about 
$il;000,000, and it is but doing Mr. On- 
dafdonk simple justico to say that every 
dollar of liability incurred by him within 
or without tho provinco on railway ac- 
count was always promptly discharged. 
Had the contractor boon other than a per- 
fectly responsible and honorable man the 
amount of misory caused by his default 
would have been incalculable. A3 affairs 
went the expenditures on railway account 
proved a real blessing to the country and 
their cessation will bo missed. Mr. On- 
derdonk is entitled to the highest praise 
for the manner in which ha has carried 
through liia contracts. 



THE COLONIAL AND INDIAN EX- 
HIBITION. 

At was stated yesterday morning in 
these columns the object of Sir Chas. 
Tupper's present visit to Canada ia to 
stimulate the various provinces in making 
a good showing at tho exhibition that is 
to open at London in May, 1880. Sir 
Charles lias already gathered much valu- 
able information and is in search of more. 
His laudable effort will bo seconded by 
the provincial government and tho peo- 
ple, by whom it is intended t ha t| British 
Columbia shall make no insignificant 
showing at the exhibition. In this con- 
nection we produce this morning a letter 
from the Prince of Wales. His royal 
highness ovincea the warmest interest in 
all things that pertain to the prospority 
and advancement of the poople and es- 
pecially tho inhabitants of the British 
colonies. We invito a careful perusal of 
the royal letter, as it puts tho scope and 
aim of the exhibition fairly before the 
public.

MADAGASCAR. 
London, Sept. '29. — A despatch from 
Mozambique received to-duy givos de- 
tails of a battle botween the French 
troops, under Admiral Miatt, and tho 
Hovub, at Tarapal, Madagascar, on Sept. 
10th last, and claims that tho French 
forces were defeated. The Hovas occu- 
pied a strongly entrenched position, 
which Admiral Minot attempted to cap- 
ture. After very severe fighting, lasting 
fully two hours, the French were com- 
pelled to fall back to Tamatavo, which 
they did in a orderly manner, with a loss 
of thirty men killed and wounded,

London, Sept. 29. — Alderman John 
Staples, F. S. A., was to-day elected lord 
mayor of London , 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, Sept. 29. — Disastrous floods, 
covering an area of 3,500 squaro miles, 
comprised in tho presidency of all tho 
largest and most populous of tho twelvo 
main divisions of British India. A great 
amount of property is destroyed and a 
number of lives lost. Many families have 
been made destitute. Cattle and portablo 
goods of every description have been car- 
ried away. The government authorities 
are distributing provisions and clothes 
and doing all they can to relieve tho 
sufferers, False Point, which was thought 
to bo the best harbor between Calcutta 
and Bombay, was struck by a storm wave 
on the 22nd and swept so completely that 
most of the inhabitants perished.

Berlin-, Sept. 29, — Advices from 
Hanoi, the capitol of Tonquin, says tho 
black flags surround the province of 
Brendinh. Cholera is raging at Hanoi. 
Average number of deaths daily i3 thirty.

He was 
elected mayor of Vanbureti in April, when 
just 21 years old, and is said to bo the 
youngest mayor in the United States. 
Aaron belonged to a lewd class, and wus 
regarded as a ruffian. 

WASHINGTON 
Washington, Sept, 29. — Tho govern- 
ment of South Australia has mado over- 
tures looking to the negotiation of a pos- 
tal convention with the United States for 
the dolivery of propaid corrospondenco 
without additional charge and for the 
establishment of a money order oxchaugo 
system between tho two countries. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Sept. 29. — President Llar- 
ris of tho Northern Pacific Railway, who 
has been seriously ill for several days past 
with pneumonia, is reported better. 

Columbus, O. ,Sopt. 29. — Patrick Hart- 
nett, the Cincinnati murderer, was hanged 
at the Ohio penitentiary fhis morning. 
The drop fell '2oh minutes after one, and 
he was pronounced dead half a minute 
later. The fall resulted in almost total 
decapitation, the head hanging t~i tho 
body by only a small strip of skin at the 
back of tho neck. The scene was a most 
sickening one, and it was with great diffi- 
culty the executioner could summon 
courage to take the body down. IlurtnuU 
killed his wife on January 28th at Mount 
Auburn, u suburb to Cincinnati. Early 
on the morning of the deed when she 
arose he ordered her Sack to bed, charged 
her with unfaithfulness, prhich she denied.

Lynching of Five Cliinnuicn in 
Idaho. 

Tortured Until a Confession 
Was Obtained and then 

Executed. 



Tho Colfax Gazette says : "Tho party 
who went to avenge the death of Fraser 
wore remarkably successful in their mis- 
sion. When they arrived at Pierco City 
they found an immense placard, in Eng- 
lish and Chinese, offering a reward of 
§1,500 for tho arrest and conviction of tho 
assassins, and signed by the Chinese 
merchants who wore known to entertain 
no friendly feelings for Fraser. Tho 
party, with true Idaho judgment, ac- 
quired by years of experience with the 
heathen Chinese, concluded that there 
were other motives than tho wish to so- 
euro the murderer acting as sn incentive 
for offering tho reward. They at onco 
A UK EST ED THE (,'IIINF.SK MERCHANTS, 
together with a moon-eyed colebrity of 
North Idaho, known as China Sam, from 
whom they extorted a confession to tho 
effect that two old heathens who had been 
ia the camp but a few days, and whoso 
age and infirmities precluded the possi- 
bility uf thoir living until grass grew 
again, committed the deed, actuated by 
purely mercenary motives. This state 
meat, together with the fact that the safe 
and contents of the store were untouched, 
was considered too thin. The party pro- 
ceeded with tho investigation, and 
through the aid of an interpreter gleaned 
knowledge which led to the arreit of two 
other Chinamen. Ono of tho latter was 

HOISTED UP UY THE NECK 
until he made a confession which agroed 
in every particular with the silent facts in 
the case, and was as follows; 

"Sam effected an entrance to the atoro 
on tho fatal night and admitted two 
othor Chinamen. I, with one of tho 
merchants, remained outside as guards. 
Sam struck Fraser with an ax as ho lay 
ill bed, but tho blow was badly aimed. 
A3 Mr. Fraser sprang from his couch and 
ran for tho door a Chiueso barber stabbed 
him in tho neck with a long knifo, whon 
he turned and fought with desperation 
until, mangled with hatchets and knives, 
he Bank exhausted and lifeless to the tloor; 
tho merchant then came up and, placing 
the muzzle of a pistol to his mouth, sent a 

BULLET THROUGH Ills HEAD. 
They did not burglarize the store or pur- 
loin tho goods from tho shelves; their 
work was done, and their reward was to 
come from tho merchant who had em- 
ployed them to remove a competitor. 

''Satisfied with this confession, the 
committee turned tlio five Chinese over 
to a deputy sheriff with instructions not 
to tarry on tho road, as there was a br.d 
feeling among the Nez Perces Indians. 
The deputy, with a guard of five men, 
and tho prisoners, started across the 
mountains for Murray, but not until tho 
merchant had secured a three weeks' sup- 
ply of opium and written to his friends in 
Lowiston to raise money to defend them. 
Alas for human expectations! tho culorits 
and thoir guards had hardly gotton out of 
town when they wero 

SUREOUNUED LNDUVS(l) 
who commanded tho driver of tho ambu- 
lance to throw up his hands. The deputy 
exclaimed; "(Jive up, boys; vro are out- 
numbered." Whereupon tho guards left 
the wagon and took to tho woods. 

"The Indians then strutched a fir polo 
across the road fastening it at eithor end 
to pine trees, too high for a hitching post 
for horses, but just right for horse thieves. 
At the sight of this Wing Ling Sing, the 
merchant, offered to give $6000 to the 
murdered man's daughter and §10,000 to 
the Indians to lot him go on bail. They 
refused the money, but gave hiin bail in 
the shape of extra largo bailing ropo ap- 
plied just above tho shoulders.

DANCING THE CELESTIAL CAN-CAN, 
but all too soon the pole refused to bear 
such a weight of rat and poppy, and tho 
five wero again kicking bunchgrass. The 
Indians Bought better timber, and on the 
second attempt made a perfect bucccss of 
tho necktie party. 

"The body of the merchant arrived at 
Lewiston on Monday and is now on route 
for China. 

"While law-abiding citizens deprecate 
circumstances which impel men to take 
justice into their own hands, we cannot 
help but admire the unerring judgment of 
tho Nez Perces."

EASTERN STATES. 
Owaiia, Nebraska, Sept. 2!).— The for- 
mal answer to tho Knights of Labor to 
the recent manifesto of Manuger Callaway 
of the Union Pacific railway has been re- 
ceived at headquarters here from Denver. 
It is a lengthy document, and is signed 
by the executive committee of tho Union 
Pacific employe's, Thomas Nasham, chair- 
man, theauhstanco of it being a criticism 
of Callaway's letter and charging him 
with trying to mislead tho public and ac- 
cusing him of making misstatements and 
championing the causo of tho Chinese; 
charging him with knowing bcth Beck- 
with and Guinil and D. Clark, the former 
being tho contracting agent and tho latter 
gor.eral superintendent of coal depots. 
They were apprised of tho grievances that 
occurred at Rock Springs, but instead of 
trying to redress the same added to thorn. 
The knights emphatically state that they 
abhor the action taken by the outraged 
miners as much as any one. They inform 
tho Union Pacific that they can got all 
tho white labor it requires from citizens 
of this country, and that there is no ex- 
cuse for the retention of Chinese. "We 
are law abiding citizens," they say, "and 
we mean to remain so until our rights and 
liberties uro jeopardized; then tho first 
law of natiiro will guide us." They charge 
Callaway with an abuse, of confidence in 
giving private correspondence to the pub- 
lic. They further stato that they did not 
make any demand, but simply sent in a 
req nest. 

A petition asking tho Union Pacific di- 
rectors to remove tho Chinese from the 
company's employ is now being circulated 
in Omaha and aU alotit! tho entire road 
for tho signature of citizens as well as em- 
ploye's.

— The pope presided at 
a meeting to day at which Cardinals Ja- 
cobim, papal secretary of stato, Laurenzie, 
Cbazki, Ledochowski, Bianch, Monaco 
and Parroohe wero present.

Leaving Harrislmrg in a omoe thoy pro- 
ceeded tu the Chilcoot Indian village, 
whence they went by canoe to the mouth 
of Chilcoot creek. Then they hired In- 
dians to carry their packs 'M miles over a 
high mountain which is traversed by an 
Indian trail. At tho foot of the moun - 
tain on tho north side they built a raft, 
and floated down a lake to the first port- 
ago, seven miles. Hero thoy built a skill' 
and wont through a chain of lakos which 
aro connected by Laivia river and contin- 
ued till they camo to u 

uouch -hewed LOOUOCSK 
standing on tho bank of Lewis rivor, de- 
serted and lonely. Thero was no evi- 
dence of its having been occupied for a 
lung time, no piecea of clothing or charr- 
ed sticks anywhere near. It is conjectur- 
ed that it was built many years ego by 
Hudson Bay traders; but no one is aware 
of its origin. After resting over night at 
this lonoiy house tho prospectors proceed- 
ed on the following morning to cross 
MOD LAKE, 

which is lit) miles long and ten wide. It 
is called "Mud" lake because its sides are 
of soft ooze similar to the deposits at 

I James Bay, Victoria. There is excellent 
grazing ground all about this lake — bunch 

I grass and pea vine in groat luxuriance. 

j This was in Juno, and the latitude SC N. 

I All the snow and ice had disappeared and 
there were no signs of winter — in fact, it 
was summer, warm and pleasant, and the 
forests wore alive with feathered songsters 

| and the drowsy hum of the honey boo was 
heard from all sides. There are plenty 
of Arctic rabbits — gray in the summer 
and white in tho winter; bloc and willow 
grouse and what the miners eall the fool- 
hen, because it don't know enough to run 
away; when it is wanted yuu can knock it 
down with a stick. Cariboo, the moose 
and luts of boar roam the forests and fish ! 
— the waters abound with pickerel and 
Arctic and mountain trout. On the creeks 
putting into tho lakes tho party got

fri m the bars. Tho gold is tine and sculoy 
and bright orange in color. Descending 
Lowis river in their boat, getting light 
pns ects on thenars as they floated along, 
the party went as far na Stewart rivor, a 
tributary of Lywis river. Here thoy re- 
traced their steps as "grub" was gutting 
low. They reached Harrisburg after an 
absence of three months, pretty well worn 
out. 

THE STICKS. 

The Indians met by the party belong to 
tho Stick tribe. They are exceedingly 
friendly to tho whites, are a hardy race, 
live without houses, wandering winter and 
Bummor, and killing game for a susten- 
ance. 

Mr. Dawson says that they found noth- 
ing as far as they went to justify any man 
in going there for gold, lie thinks, how 
ever, an erroneous opinion prevails as to 
the severity of the climate, and its fitness 
for settlement. If the country were 
opened up he believes it would support a 
considerable population.

Public Meeting. 

In response to the call of his worship 
tho mayor, a meeting assembled at tho 
city hail last evening to hear what pre- 
parations were proposed in regard to the 
reception of tho governor-general and 
suite. 

His worship being absent Coun. Earle 
occupied the chair. Tho following report 
of tho committeo was read and adopted: 

Your committoo have tho honor to re- 
port that they met on the 2nd September 
and instructed his worship tho mayor to 
telegraph to his excellency tho governor 
general tendering him a public banquet, 
also to Sir A. Caron, inquiring tho date 
upon which himself, Sir Chas. Tupper, 
Hon. Mr. Popo and Sir Frederick Middle- 
ton would bo in this city. A reply from 
Sir A. Caron was received on tho follow- 
ing day, stating that on account of press- 
ing busiuess engagements neither Sir F. 
Middleton, Hon. Mr. Popo nor himself 
oould visit British Columbia this year and 
that Sir Chas. Tupper was on the way. 
On tho 2l»th a reply was received from 
his excellency the governor-general accept- 
ing the public banquet tendered to him 
and stating that tho 10th Oetobor would 
probably be tho date convenient, but 
promising to telograph definitely from 
Calgary. 

Tho committoo again mot on tho 20th, 
and aftor considering the replies above re- 
ferred to, resolved to propose that tho day 
of tho arrival of his excellency in this 
city Bhould bo made a public holiday; 
that tho mayor and council should present 
an addiess of welcome in some convenient 
place either in tho open air or a large hall; 
that the government officials, tho schools, 
tha various socioties, tho volunteers and 
citizens generally should bo requested to 
assist in making the reception a success, 
and that a deputation should wait upon 
the sonior navul oflieor and ask his kind 
co-oporation upon tho occasion. 

We therefore recommend that tho pro- 
gramme out lined in tho foregoing para- 
graph be adopted, and that the committee 
be authorized to make all necessary ar- 
rangements to carry out the same. That 
the provincial government, tho city coun- 
cil and the public bo canvassed for sub- 
scriptions to defray expenses and that ad- 
mission to tho public banquet tendered to 
his uxcollency be placed tit such a price us 
will ensure a suitable banquet. Carried.

The chairman said that a banquet 
would be given anil that tho banquet 
would bo open to all who paid his sub- 
scription, and that tho subscription prico 
would bo put down at the lowest rate 
possible. 

Tho meeting then adjourned. 

Immediately after the mooting tho com- 
mittee sat, and after adding Mr. D. It. 
Harris' name to their number, adjourned. 

Granite Creek. 

The Chinese aro acquiring most of tho 
mining ground on Granite Creek, purchas- 
ing it from white men, who wore the 
original locators. Some reports 3tata that 
tho diggings are shallow and that best re- 
sults are obtained by crovioing. Others 
assort that the benches will pay largely. 
The following letter has been placed at 
our disposal by a friend: 

Friend: — Of courso you i»re awfully 
anxious to hoa/ from Granite creek. 
James has just got back from that side of 
the mountains. He has a goc.d opinion 
(if the creek. He has been as far as Al. 
Thorpe's place, and only stopped a few 
days on Granite creek on his way back. 
Tho Chinese are buying up every claim 
offered for sale. Two men from Hope, 
acquaintances of mine, have sold for 
§1,100— §800 down and balance in a 
month. Thoy had just got awingdam in, 
and had got a good prospect. Hopo is 
a booming. Wardlo is doing a big busi- 
ness. I have not soon tho place so lively 
since 1860. Of courso it is very small 
now, and twenty or thirty miners and a 
few pack trains make a big show. Parties 
lately in report new strikes on Bear creek, 
twelve or fifteen miles from Granite. I 
saw a lotter from a trader out there. He 
says thero is an immense excitement 
about Bear creok. 

lloycraft has been very ill in Hopo. He 
was on his way to tho Semilkatneen, but 
did not get further than Hope, He is 
improving, and will return to Victoria.

Tho fioight comprised 883 cases of sal- 
mon from Inverness; 1500 cases ditto 
from Mr Cunningham; oils and furs from 
Fort Simpson; 1000 cases powder boxes, 
Port E-tsington; JJOO casts of salmon 
from Alert Bay; 310 barrels salt salmon 
from Mr. Helgesen; furs and oils from 
Mr. Cunningham. There was also on 
board from the Lome croek mines and 
from the trading stores about 

£7,000 in gold dust. 

The schooner Caroline, Capt. Dawson, 
professor of geology, was at Alert Bay, 
after having mado a cruiso around Capo 
Scott and across Queen Charlotte Souud. 
Ho will make his way down shortly, pros- 
pecting on the way, and expects to bo in 
Victona by the end of October. 

It is foarud that a man named T. Brew, 
who was sent to Alert Bay about two 
months ago by tho provincial government 
lias been lost. When last seen by the In- 
diana he was without coat, boots or blan- 
kets, and appeared to havo been upset 
from his canoe. He gave the Indians to 
understand that ho was going to Alort 
Bay lui- provisions. This was about a 
mouth ago, and he has not yt-t turned up. 
When he first landed at Alort Bay he 
went to Fort Rupert and bought a cunoe 
from Mr. Hunt and came back. After a 
short slay he went away all alone, with 
tho intention of going to some logging 
camp about thirty miles down Johnson 
straits. He was seen in that neighbor- 
hood by tho loggers, but did not speak to 
any person except tho Indians already 
mentioned. 

Mr. W. Jackson, a minor from Lome 
oreek, atate3 that tho general

this year has been disappointing, for while 
a fow claims have paid wages tho groat 
majority of tho miners on tho creek have 
lost money. iN'o now gold-bearing creeks 
havo been discovered, and what gold has 
been secured has been taken out of tho 
canon, principally from crevices. 

Larkin Bros', claim, tho Siwash claim, 
and Hopinstall'a claim aro tho only onos 
that havo paid. The former in one woek 
cleaned up 70 ounces, and tho latter 
cleaned up for one week's work GO ounces, 
though the following week only §2.50 was 
tho result.

Scientific Scrups. 

Iron bars and steel are elongated by 
magnetization, the latter not so much, 
but nickel bars are shortened. 

Bones freed from fats before) grind- 
ing! by treatment with benzol, are also 
freed from ingredients that have no 
agricultural value. 

Round chimneys aro the best for 
work-shops, factories, etc. They deliver 
the smoke more easily and are less ex- 
posed to tho wind. They are not, how- 
ever, so easy to build. 

In making cement for leather, wood, 
or celluloid, pure solvents and rubber 
are absolutely required. l\ T o care in 
other respects will make up for their 
absence. 

Filtering stone is now made by mix- 
ing certain portions of clay with levi- 
gated chalk, coarse and line glass sand 
and ground Hint. They are molded and 
hard burned. 

Professor Tyiulall has stated that 
the purest water be ever obtained was 
from melting a block of pure ico. The 
water of the chalk districts of England 
he considers remarkably pure. 

Rings, or concentric ligneous layers, 
would seem a very uncertain indica- 
tion of the age of trees. In Mexico 
some trees known to be but twenty- 
two years old were founu with 230 
rings. 

The French Government has had | 
constructed a machine which, with the 
engine operating it, .weighs some thirty- 
live tons, which will cut steel plates 
an inch in thickness. It is used in cut- 
ting plates for swift cruisers. 

If a four-inch and a two-inch shaft 
are both solid, and each makes 100 or 
any other given number of turns in 
one minute or other specified l ime, six 
times as much power will be consumed 
in turning the larger as in turning the 
smaller shaft. 

Tho Greenwich Observatory in Eng- 
land calls for a large telescope. This 
most famous astronomical establish- 
ment in the world is behind many ob- 
servatories in the size of its instru- 
ments, its largest refracting telescope 
having an aperture of only twelve and. 
three-fourths inches. 

Crucibles of nickel have lately been 
adopted in some chemical laboratories 
in place of the silver ones generally 
used for melting caustic alkalies. They 
have the advantage not only of being 
cheaper, but of being capable of resist- 
ing a higher temprature than the lat- 
ter, and the result is said to be favor- 
able.
